Self-Support. 
BY GAIL HAMILTON. 





Are women to be blamed for their ioapti- 
tude’ Tbe trouble i« that they are where 
they do not belong. They cannot ace where 
business lies, because they were not born 
with business eyes, A few women succeed, 
They bave an exceptional fondness and fit- 
ness for traffic, and they buy and sell and 
get 7 as readily as men, aad do not neces- 
eerily lose any grece for their worldly wir- 
dom; but women in general bave no capacity 
for business, It burts them; it annoys them. 
They ere ill at case. They inatinctively 
make everything a matter of feeling. They 
are covstantly, if unconsciously, referring 
everything to the standard of chivalry, They 
think trade ought to take off its bat as 
deferentially as courtesy. They are worn 
out doubly by the wear and tear of the 
struggle and by the unnaturalness of such 
wear and tear. What says Miss Mitford— 
that brave and blameless lady, who opbure 
out of the ruin of the home which himself 
had wantonly destroyed a worthless and 
wicked father’? ‘Women were not meant 
to earn the bread of a family. 1 am sure of 
that; there is a want of strength.” 

All that can be done for women is to help 
them do as well as posible what they never 
can do well, but what it is absolutely neces- 
Oe should do somehow. The organi- 
s of woman makes it improbable that 
she will ever become, to any large extent, a 
tiller of the soil; but the Horticultural School 
established in Boston most wisely offers to 
women an opportunity for thorough educs- 
tien in the theory and practice of herti- 
culture. It aima to choose that part of 
agtioultare most suited for women, and to 
substitute trained, ekiliful, well dirested 
labor for untrained, clumey, and spasmodic 
effort. We may admit that women can never 
equal men in trade or commerce; but, be- 
cause many women are born to self-support, 
and because sli women may be redaced to 
self-support, he who founds a college to 
teach women the arts of trade and commerce 
confers a real benefit. A woman thorougbly 
trained to the oocupation of type-setting 
or hair-dreesing may be inferior to the 
thoroughly trained male printer or barber; 
but she bas a great advantage over the un- 
trained woman, That she is less deft than 
a man is no reason why she sbouald not be as 
deft as a woman can be; and I fancy ber best 
is far beyond the masculine average, So tbe | 
objections raised to these schemes—tbat 
they tend to take women away from their 
homee—is not ouly futile, but fatuour. 
Women are out of their homes already. It 
is not a question whether their life shall be 
domestic or mercantile avd mechanical. It 
is whether they ehall be intelligently and 
lucratively mechanical, or awkwardly, un- 
profitable, and fatally so. Were it other- 
wise, did the choice lie between self-eupport 
and men-support—coming, of couree, natu- 
rally and, therefore, honorably—there would 
be but one answer, And here is where | 
branch off from the woman's rights reform. 
If I understand it, the leaders teach the ab- 
solute worth and desirableness of manual 
labor to woman. They say (1 quote from 
one of their prominent journals): ** Women 
should earn their living. This is the first 
spring to action, Girls should be resred, 
hike boys, to depend wepun themeclives for 
suppert. Self-support. .. . creates a self- 
respect which nothing elee can confer. No 
true bappivess is found in dependence. No 
true life is consistent with it, 

Thus it puts mea and women on the same 
plane. It counts pcouniary independence 
«equally incumbeat on and pecuniary depea- 
dence equally degrading to both sexes. It 
demands entrance for woman into all de- 
partments of laber pot as the remedy of an 
evil, but as the fulfillment o!f a mi sion. I 
de uot know how strongly enough to express 
my dissent. | think the necersity of earning 
her owa living is always a woman's misfor- 
tupe. She who must support herself in 
order to respect berself is a very inferior 
sort of woman. Indeed, to far as regards 
any conception of ber part in the economy 
of life, she is no woman at all. Pcobably 
her instinct overvears her intellect, and rhe 
is mineteen-twentieths more a womaa than 
abe would make herself out to be. 

Pecuniary dependence, degrading to men, 
is not only not undigsified, but is the only 
thoroughly dignified conditier for women. 
In a renovated and millennial society all 
women will be supported by mea—will have 
no more to do with bringing in menry than 
the lilies of the field. 

Tt is the misfortune of our age to be as yet 
far removed from that day; but to imagine 
it, and then call it degrading is altogether in- 
tolerable. Says a woman's paper. 

“The intervening years (between girlhood and 
marriage) are replete with depe conven- 
tional, honorable, Das still grinding dependence ;

Woe to such an one if he falls 
into the bands of a weak, s [rivolous, or an 
unworthy owner. Joy to bWM if Lis proprie- 
tor be a large natured woman; for then bis 
completest thrall is his most exalted and di- 
vine freedom. 

In every known sense of the word a woman 
owns the men who loves ber more than be 
owns her. Iler love is perbaps as great, but 
it is not 20 absorbing. She sees the situation 
where he sees only her. She is as strong as 
all bie strength, because bis s th is herr. 
With whatever of power or wisdom er re- 
nown he is endowed she aleo becomes pos- 
sessed, and no ea ent of his borders 
diminishes one iota of bis dependence upon 
her for the ability to enjoy them.

The poor and friendless do not receive this 
attention, and in this difference seems to lie 
the point of Job's language.

man or one of bigh rank is passing, it is cus- 
tomiary fur the young to withdraw into the 
background, and remain entirely out of 
view while he is near. In verse 9, it is ad- 
ded: ‘Princes refrained talking, and laid 
their hand on their moutb.” 

This act among Orientals is very significant 
—denoting not only attention, but unanswer- 
A deference. The address of a judge, 
chief priest, or other high functionary of 
church or state, is always received io this 
way. Among the Persians and some others, 
persons in attendance on the sovereign, are 
required to keep the hand before the mouth 
even while speaking, in order to prevent 
their breath from exhaling toward the au- 
gust personange before whom they are 
standiog. Oriental etiquette abounds in 
such conventional decorums; some of which 
are full of significance, but the majority are 
simply humiliating, and seemingly contrived 
only to widen as mach as possible the great 
gulf tbat divides the sovereign and subject— 
the lofty and the lowly. 

In chapter xxx. 11, occurs the words: 
‘* He hath loesed my cord ;" a striking figure 
borrowed from the pastoral life of a noma- 
dic people; and referring to the utter de- 
that ensues wheu the cords of a 
tent are cut or broken. Ia the same sense, 
Jeremiah uses similar lang : “ My taber- 
nacle (tent) ,is spoiled, 
are broken."” Both are intended to convey 
the idea of overwhelming trouble and sor- 
rows.

This mort painful of the disearcs of the 
pails is comsel by the improper macner of 
cutting the mail (generally of the great toe), 
aod then wearieg a narrow, badly-made 
aboe. The nail beginning to grow too long, 
aod rather wide at the corners, is often 
trimmed aroucd the comer, which gives 
temporary relief. But it then begios to 
grow wider in the side where it was cut off, 
and as the sboe presses the flesh against the 
corner, the nail cute more irto the raw flesb, 
which becomes excessively tender and ir- 
ritable, If this state continues long, the 
toe becomes more and more painful aod ul- 
cerated, and fungus (proad fiesh), shoots up 
from the sorest pointe. Walkiog increases 
the suffering, till positive rest becomes ia- 
dispensable. 

TREATMENT.— We omit all modes of cut- 
ting eut the nail by the root, and all otber 
cutting or torturing operations, Begin the 
effort at cure by simple application to the 
tender part of a small quantity of perchloride 
of iron, It is found ia drug stores in a fluid 
form, though sometimes in powder. There 
is immediately a moderate sensation of pain, 
constriction, or burning. In a few minutes 
the tender surfave is felt to be dried up, 
t d, or ified, and it ceases to be 
| painful. The patient, who before could not 
put bis foot to the floor, now finds that he 
can walk upon it without pais. By per- 
mittiog the hardened, wood-like flesh to re- 
main for two or three weeks, it con easily 
be removed by sosking the foot in warm 
water. A new avd healthy structure is 
found, firm and solid, below, If thereafter 
| the nails be no more cat areund the corners 
or sides, but always curved in across the 
front end, they will in fature grow only 
straight forwaid; aod by wearing a shoe of 
| Teasouably good size and shape, all further 
| trouble will be avoided. — Bostwick's Medical

been done by bia. As some of the points 
| in the bistory of euch a man may be inter- 
| eating to the thousands of your readers who 
| cultivate the soil, I witl briefly give them. 
Oa a biticg cold day ia the month of Janu- 
ary, some fifteen years ago, Jobn Reilly, 
| then about 19 years of age, clad in a rough 
grey frieze and corduroys, and jast landed 
| from an emigrant ship, asked me for a job. 
I was full to overflowing with help, as we 
| usually are at such a season, but be was 
| euch a likely ‘ boy,” that I made room for 
bim. Bis wages for the first year were only 
$100, the next perbaps $130. But up to 
this time I bad seen but little of him, as he 
bad been sent under a foreman to the place 
| he now owns, which was some miles removed 
from my residence. Suddenly, one day, my 
old foreman died, and my garden, io fuil 
crop and working eight men, was witbout a 
leader. My practice had ever been, and still 
is, to select my overseer from the worki 
hands, if possible; accordingly I wo | 
these eight workmen through an examina 
tion without mach besitation decided 
that Reilly was the only one fitted to lead 
though yet scarcely twenty-one. But I bad 
hardly placed him in charge when trouble 
began ; bands that bad been with me for half 
a cosen years, and almost old e h to be 
hie father, refused to obey bis orders and 
resented his authcrity, aod my hitherto 
aceful garden bid fair to resemble Donny- 
en aemallscale. I tried to conciliate 
but to no purpose. Jobn here deve 
hie self-reliance, and showed his early genius 
asacommander. He insisted that all the 
old hands be discharged, and that their 
places be filled with men whom he could 
control. I hesitated, being loath to dis- 
charge trained men when [ could only fill 
their places by green ones; but increasing 
difficuities made such a course a necessity; 
accordingly it was done, and from that time 
there was peace. John now had a chance 
to show his ability, and rapidly he did it. 
The garden, under his superintendence, soon 
became a model for the neighborhood ; al- 
ways clean, orderly, and having luxuriant 
crops, and worked at lees expense than any 
of us had worked before. This was owing, 
in part, to the rigid discipline he enforced 
with his men, but more particularly toa 
manner of working them, peculiarly bis 
own, and from which I believe he has not 
since deviated. He never allowed bis men 
to separate, always working them in a body, 
bimself leading; and no matter whether it 
was a job requiring an hour or a week to 
finish, he always moved them togetber, so 
that all were under biseye. Such manifest 
ability soon reaped it« reward. In four years 
John bad saved $3,000 from the salary I 
paid bim. He was then too rich to work for 
any one; and believing that the chances 
were a bundred to one that I could not re- 
place such a map, I sold out the land and 
crop to him at a price that made his interest 
and taxes over $2,000 a year. Such a load 
would have daunted most men, but not such 
ashe. In four years he had psid every dol- 
lar of principal—over $20 000—every cent 
of which he had made iu that time from the 
product of these eizht acres of Jersey coil. 
He was now firmly on his feet. He bought 
another eight actes, which be has long since 
poid for, so that now he is certainly worth 
$60,000 in real estate alone, two-thirds of 
which have actually been paid for from the 
product of those eight acres of land in cight 
or pine years. Proud msy the man be of a 
fortune so honestly come by, dug by hard 
labor from old mother earth! We know 
that such amounts seem small to the mer- 
vantile community, and that our “ self- 
made man” among these must have his mil- 
lions before his history is thought worth 
recorcing; but the energy of mind and 
body necessary to accomplish so mach in to 
short a time, in such a pursuit as gardening 
may have been greater than that displaye 
by those who bave attained greater fame. —

Vea Ovives —Take the bone out of the 
fillet, and cut thin slices the size of the leg, 
beat them flat, rub with the yolk of an egg 
beaten, lay ow each piece a thin slice of 
beiled bam, eprinkle salt, pepper, grated 
nutmeg, chopped parsley, and bread-ciumbs 
over all; roll them up tight, and secure 
them wit skewers; rub them with egg, and 
roll them in bread-crambs; lay them on a 
tia dripping-pan, and set them in an oven; 
when browm on one sile, turn them, and 
when sufficiently done, lay them ina rich, 
highly-seasuned gravy made of proper thick- 
ness; stew them till tender, garnish with 
force-meat balls, and green pickles sliced. 

FLoun-Puppino,—Take one quart of 
sweet milk, one teaspoonful salt, half a tea- 
cup of sugar; mix, boil and thicken with 
one teacup of wheat-flour, wet with cold 
milk aod tir until it boils again, then re- 
move from the fire.
